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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 23-25, and 48-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Seko et al(4,594,583). 

-- In considering claims 23-25, and 48-50, the claimed subject matter that is met by 
Seko et al(Seko) includes: 

1 ) the detecting movements of a steering wheel of the vehicle as a steering 
wheel angle x is met by the steering angle sensor which is attached to the steering 
wheel of the vehicle(see: column 3, lines 30-45); 

2) the identifying a steering quiescent phase is met(see: column 3, lines 3, lines 
47-57); 

3) the determining a magnitude of an extent of the steering quiescent phase by 
evaluating at least one of the steering wheel angle x and a rate of change of the 
steering wheel angle x is met(see: column 4, lines 15-34); 

4) identifying a steering action following the steering quiescent phase and 
determining a magnitude of an extent of the steering action by evaluating the rate of 
change of the steering wheel angle x(see: column 4, lines 1 5-48); 
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5) the assessing a result of a logical link between the extent of the steering 
quiescent phase and the extent of the steering action to determine a measure of a 
severity of inattentiveness by the driver while steering the vehicle is met(see: column 4, 
lines 29-34); 

6) the microcontroller, computer product with program code, microcontroller, and 
warning device are met by the CPU(9) including routine and alarm(7)(see: column 9, 
lines 9-34). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26-47 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
